DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . In response to the amendment received on January 25, 2008: 

a. Claims 11, 14, and 20-48 have been cancelled as per Applicant's request. 
Claims 49-58 have been added. Claims 1-10, 12, 13, 15-19, and 49-58 are 
pending. 

b. The previous 112 rejection has been withdrawn in light of the amendment. 

c. The previous rejection has been withdrawn in light of the Amendment. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-10, 12, 13, 15-19, and 49-58 are allowed. 

Independent claims (1, 15, and 19) now contain limitations of the previously 
indicated allowable subject matter. Therefore the reasons for allowance are the same 
as set forth for the allowable subject matter in the office action mailed on October 26, 
2007. 

Examiner would like to note that although JP 09-324390 (Inoue '390) and JP 09- 
157052 (Inoue '052) were listed as X/Y references on the international search report, 
they do not teach the claimed subject matter. 

Inoue '390 teaches of carbonaceous substances and even teaches of peak pore 
sizes for bending strength (4-30 urn, as applied to claim 1) (para 0050). However, it is 
silent to the fact that the pore sizes of 10 urn or less is in the range of 0.05 to 0.16 cc 
(required by independent claims 1,15, and 19). Therefore, Inoue '390 fails to teach, 
suggest, or obviate the claimed invention.

With respect to Inoue '052, although carbonaceous materials are noted, porosity 
is not mentioned. Therefore Inoue '052 fails to teach, suggest, or obviate a peak pore 
size of between 25 to 55 urn, wherein the pore sizes of 10 urn or less is in the range of 
0.05 to 0.16 cc (as required by independent claims 1,15, and 19).
